The following official statement 
made: 

“In the early hours of this morning 
a combined force of approximately 50 
.British, French and Belgian aeroplanes 
and seaplanes, accompanied by 15 fight- 
ing machines, left and attacked the 
German seapiane station at Zeebrugce 
and the aerodrome at Houttave, near 
Zeebrugge. 

“Considerable damage appears to have 
been done. The machines on the aver- 
age carried 200 pounds of bombs. All 
the machines returned safely. 

“One Belgian officer is reported seri- 
ously wounded. 

“All the British machines referred to 
were naval.’’ 

The official communication issued at 
Paris today says the raid took place at 
4 a.m. and 19 Irench machines tock 
part. 

Much aerial activity on ‘.e battle 
fronts was reported in tne official com- 
munications yesterday. The official re- 
port from Berlin said: 

“In an enemy aerial attack on Meiz 
three civilians were wounded. 

“Of a French aerial squadron which 
attacked Muelhausen and MHabsheim, 
four aeroplanes were shot down in an 
aerial fight near Muelhausen. The occu- 
pants of the machines were dead. At 
Muelhausen seven civilians were killed 
and 13 wounded. At Habsheim one sol- 
dier was killed.’’ . 

The reports from the Paris War Office 
said: 

“Adj. Navarre brought down his sev- 
enth German aeroplane in the region of 
Verdun, The hostile machine fell inside 
our lines.

FRENCH OCCUPY 
THREE TOWNS ON 
GRECIAN BORDER 


Teutons and Allies Clash in Neu- 
tral Zone 30 Miles North 
of Saloniki. 


LONDON, March 2.—Strong French 
columns with light artillery from the Sa- 
loniki entrenched camp have attacked 
and occupied the villages of Mactkove, 
KNaradagh and Kozuna, which had been 
‘entered by Teuton and Bulgarian forces, 
according to a Reuter dispatch from Sa- 
loniki. The French had only a few cas- 
ualties. Owing to the encroachments of 
the Teuton allies into Greck territory 
and the consequent advance of he 
French, the neutral frontier zone, which 
had been agreed upon between the 
Greek and Bulgarian Governments is 
now eliminated. 

Forces of the Central Powers and of 
the entente allies ars face to face, the 
dispatch adds, and shelling, sniping and 
grenade throwing are in progress in the 
reighborhood of the above mentioned 
Villages, about 30 miles north of Salon- 
iki;-as on the other fronts. where th; 
adversary forces are in contact.

GERMAN ENGINEER CROSSES 
ATLANTIC IN HIS WIFE'S TRUNK 


Refugee From China Is Discovered by 
English Officials at Kirkwall 
and Interned. 

LONDON, March 2.—After crossing 
the Atlantic from New York in his wife’s 
trunk, Capt. Roewer, a German engi- 
neer, was detected hy the British =ezt 
Kirkwall, and interned, according to a 
story appearing in Panish newspaperz 
tecay, and forwarded by Reuter’s Copen- 

hagen correspondent. 

Capt. Roewer was an engineer at Kia 
Chow, China, He escaped after the cap- 
ture of Kiao Chow by the Japanese, and 
made his way to New York, whence he 
and his wife sailed for Copenhagen. 
To escape detection, the Captajn ar- 
ranged to cross the Atlantic in his wife's 
cabin trunk. He remained in the trunk 
during the daytime, breathing through 
a ventilator, inserted over the name- 
piate, and emerged from the trunk dur- 
ing the night. None of the passengers 
Suspected the ruse, although it was 
roticed that exceptionally large meals 
were sent to Frau Roewer’s cabin. 

At Kirkwall the Captain left the trunk, 
fearing he would be detected when in- 
spectors searched the luggage, and was 
caught in the packing room. He waa 
interned, but his wife was permitted to 
rroceed, reaching Copenhagen yesterday.

PRACTICE MARGHIES 
KEEP COLUMBUS 
TROOPS IN SHAPE 


Units Assembled on Border Con- 
stantly on Go, Including 
Ambulance Train. 


™ By CLAIR KENAMORE.. _

Dispatch. 

COLUMBUS, N: M., March 20.—Two 
troops of negro cavalry crossed the bor- 
der here yesterday following the Amer- 
ican expedition. 

The negro troopers crossed the line 
without a quip, a smile or a jest. To 
all appearances, Mexican soil was ex- 
actly the same to them as American. 

Army aeroplanes from the base at Co- 
lumbus, flew far’ southward yesterday, 
circling the Mexican mountains which 
lie beyond Palomas, and doubtless 
cheering the column beneath them. 

The wireless outfit carried with the 
column has been in uninterrupted com- 
munication with the station in the camp 
at Columbus. 

At this camp are being gathered 
many other units which are constantly 
stirring about town and taking practice 
marches into the country to keep in 
shape. An ambulance train of 4. ve- 
hicles, each drawn by four mules, went 
north this morning and came back two 
hours later. 

Each anfbulance was fully ejuippe1 
and with each rode the stretcher car 
riers, and on their mounts beside the 
line were the medical officers in com- 
mand. 

A pack train of 100 fine mules swung 
through the town in a trot, each fully 
packed, but all keeping the trail be- 
hind the Sergeant in the lead. 

An entirely new set of officers ap- 
peared today, as is the case each morn- 
ing. Among them are five men on 
leave, who posted in during the night. 
They keep the wires to Washington and 
San Antonio hot trying to be assigned 
to the expedition. Veterinaries from as 
far as Brownsville are arriving, and 
taking up the trail of the column, Med- 
ical men from many points are repori- 
ing at headquarters, testifying not so 
much to the expectation of heavy ac- 
tion as to preparedness. 

In addition to troops which detrained 
here last night, a large part of which 
were cavalry, many passed on through 
bound apparently for points westward 
along the border. 

The large motor trucks, the equip- 
ping of which has occupied military 
and civilian mechanics for two days, 
were ready for service today. The aa- 
ditional hospital and signal units alse 
were said to be ready for field service. 

Indications that a number of detach- 
ments stationed here expect to move 
shortly were the increased amount of 
outgoing mail handled by the local post- 
cffice and the large demands on the part 
of soldiers for baths. The only tub in 
the town for which a charge of 3% cents 
e half hour is maintained is kept busy 
a'l day and night. 

Maj. W. R. Sample, commendant rere, 
keeps in communication with Gen. Per- 
shing’s forces by means vf the army 
wireless. Not only are communications 
sent out by newspaper correspondents 
censored, but also those of officers and 
men of the army and of residents cf 
Columbus. All incoming telegraphic 
messages are read and approved by the 
military censor before delivery. 

Hurried preparations were begun today 
for a cantonment hospital. The hospitel 
is to co-operate with tna field hospital 
and ambulance companies now with the 
expeditionary foree, and with the base 
hospital at El Paso. Every preparation 
is being made ty care speedily for the

Washington’s Reply to Say 
Mexican Lines Are Desired 
to Move Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Gen Car- 
raiza today replied to the American Gov- 
ernment’s request for use of Mexican 
railroad lines for movement of supplies 
to the American expedition, with a re- 
quest for more complete information of 
exactly what the War Department 
Wants. Gen. Carranza’s reply was sent 
The information 
ad . eh adiwattiel 
Gen. Carranza 
wants information of the extent to 
which the United States expects to-use 
the railroad and probably assurances 
that the line is to be used only for fur- 
nishing supplies. Administration offi- 
cialis realize that Carranza is dealing 
with a difficult public sentiment in Mex- 
ico and that use of the railroad by 
Americans troops unless fully under- 
stood might lead to friction. 

It is believed Carranza is favorably 
inclined toward the request. His reply 
was forwarded from Queretaro. 

Officials of the Carranza Government 
wefe reported in a dispatch to the State 
Department as “‘thoroughly understand- 
ing’’ the position of the United States. 
The dispatch was from Special Agent 
Rogers and apparently was sent after 
extended conversation with Mexican of- 
ficials. 

Eliseo Arredondo, Ambassador-Desig- 
nate of the de facto Government. and 
Acting Secretary Polk arranged for a 
conference this afternoon to discuss the 
reply to the request of the United States 
to ship supplies by rail to the Ameri- 
can forces. 

Gen. Carranza has formally protested 
against American troops occupying 
Casas Grandes in their pursuit of Villa 
and the American Government has re- 
vlied that the troops have been ordered 
specifically not to occupy Casas Gran- 
des dr any other town or cities in Mex- 
ico. 

The protest and reply were inciuded 
in an exchange of notes between Acting 
Secretary Polk of the State Department 
and Eliseo Arredondo, Ambassador Des- 
ignate to the United States trom Mex- 
ico. 

After a conference today between Pres- 
‘dent Wilson and Polk it became known 
that Polk, in a nate forwarded to 
Mexico yesterday, said instructions hac 
been sent to Gen. Funston to keep his 
troops away from All towns. 

In urging the use of Mexican railroads 
for the transportation of supplies it has 
been pointed out to the Carranza Gov- 
ernment that similar permission vis 
granted Carranza troops for the use of 
1ailroads in the United States last year. 


Polk decjared today that the United 
States had not requested permission to 
take over any railroads in Mexico, but 
had merely asked for permission to 
transport supplies. He denied emphat- 
ically reports that the request of the 
United States Was in any sense a de- 
mand or an ultimatum. 

Generally, reports from Mexico today 
were optimistic in character. Polk dJe- 
nied emphatically reports that the Gov- 
e:nment had any reliable information of 
plots to bring about armed interven- 
tion. 

Gen. Carranza, it was learned today. 
had been urged by some of his closest 
advisers to offer a large reward for the 
apprehension of Villa. 


Sailing orders of the battleship Ken- 
tucky, which had been ordered from 
New Orleans to Vera Cruz, were 
changed today to send the ship to Gal- 
veston.

From that point Villa made 
a sudden twist and struck toward Na- 
miquipa, 40 miles south.

Villa, fleecing south before the rapidly 
advancing American troops, apparently 
is trying to break through the Mexican- 
American cordon closing in about the 
Laguna-Babricora r@gion. He is seeking 
a loophole in the direction of Namiqul- 
pa, through which he can escape into 
the mountains around Guerrero and 
Santa Ana, the familiar ground, where 
he began his career as a bandit. 
The Carranzistas are advancing north 
from Namiquipa. As the bandit is trav- 
eling south a few hours should decide 
whether he can evade the troops of Gen. 
Carranza or be forced into either fight- 
ing them, or doubling on his tracks, 
according to the information at Juarez.

The Santa Maria River, rising some 
49 miles south of Cruces and flowing 
northward to Lake Santa Maria, a dis- 
tance of about 200 miles, is a shallow 
stream. Cattlemen driving their herds 
from the upper vailey have used its bed 
as a highway for many years. Many of 
these men live in El Paso. They point 
out thet if cattle can be driven dowa 
the Santa Maria, horses and mules can 
be driven up it and that it Is, therefore, 
a valuable adjunct to the army search- 
ing for the bandit Villa. 

This course further is suited to the 
needs of an expeditionary force because 
it provides an excellent water supply.

Instructions from Washington not 
to occupy towns or cities met with 
no opposing comment at army head- 
quarters. Gen. Funston explained that 
there had been no intention to occupy 
any place, because no necessity for 
such occupation was foreseen, He aid 
not construe the instructions as bar- 
ring the forces from going through 
a town in the event it became a mili- 
tary necessity. 

Gen. Pershing led the greatest part of 
his force beyond Casas Grandes yester- 
day and personally began the direction 
of operations. Gen. Funston’s reports 
showed that Casas Grandes now has be- 
come in effect a field base,of opera- 
tions.

Berlin Reports Repulse of French and 
Russian Attacks. 
BERLIN, March 20.—An attack made 
by French troops on the village of Vaux, 
northeast of Verdun, was repulsed with 
heavy losses, the War Office announced 
today. 
The statement follows: 
“Western front: Favored by good con- 
ditions for observation, there was very 
pronounced activity on the part of ar- 
tillery and aeroptanes on both sides. 
“To prevent us from pushing our lines 
further forward toward the defensivo 
positions of the enemy in the neighbor- 
hood of Fort Douaumont and the village 
of Vaux, the French delivered a fruit- 
less attack with parts of a division re- 
cently brought up, against the village of 
Vaux. They were replused with heavy 
losses. 
“In an aerial battle Lieut. Baron von 
Alithaus brought down his fourth aero- 
plane, over enemy lines west of Lihons, 
while Lieut. Boelke brought down his 
twelfth machine over the Forest of 
Iorges. The enemy lost three other ae- 
roplanes. 
“Eastern front: Regardless of their 
heavy losses the Russians attacked re- 
peatedly yesterday with strong forces 
on both sides of Postavy, and between 
Narcoz and Drisviapy Lakes. The at- 
tacks were entirely fruitless.”’ 
In yesterday’s report Berlin told of re. 
pulse of a Russian attack at Lake Na- 
rocz, 9270 bodies have been counted after 
the battle. 


50 Aeroplanes in Battle Above Mul- 
hausen, 

BASEL, Switzerland, March 2?60.— 
When 23 allied aeroplanes raided Mul- 
hausen, Upper Alsace, the greatest 
aerial battle of the war took place. 
Accounts just reaching here declare 
that more than 50 machines were 
fighting at such close quarters that 
the German anti-aitcraft guns had 
to cease fire in order to avoid hitting 
their own machines. 

One French airman rammed a Ger- 
man machine which fell in flames. 
Five German aeroplanes and three 
French fell, the occupants of all be- 
ing killed. Even while the allied air- 
men were fighting they dropped a 
number of bombs upon military posi- 
tions. Many thousands of persons 
witnessed the combat. 


Austrian Hospital Ship Said to Have 
‘ Been Torpedoed. 
BERLIN, March 2, by wireless to 
Sayville.—The Austro-Hungarian hospi- 
tal ship Elektra was torpedoed Saturday 
in the Adriatic Sea by an entente al- 
lied submarine, according to the Over- 
seas News Agency. One sailor was 
drowned and two Red Cross nurses were 
seriously wounded. The statement of 
the news agency follows: 
“Vienna reports that the hospital 
ship Elektra of the Austro-Hungarian 
Red Cross, bound from the North Adri- 
atic to the southern Delmatia, was tor- 
pedoed March 18 by an enemy subma- 
rine. The steamer stranded. 
“The Elektra was not unknown to the 
enemy as a hospital ship and was pro- 
vided with the prescribed visible 
marks."’

ATHENS, March 20.—The impres- 
sion prevaiils in high political cir- 
cles at Athens that Rumania short- 
ly will abandon her policy of neu- 
trality in favor of the entente 
allies.

MEXICO GOVERNORS 


Minister of Interior’s Statement 
Contains Text of Agreement 
With U. S. 


PASSAGE POINTS LIMITED 


Must Not..Be Near Town or 
Camp and Return Quickly 
Must Follow End of Pursuit. 


MEXICO CITY, March 20.—Followings 
is the full text of the circular sent by 
telegraph to all the State Governors wf 
the republic by Minister of the Interior 
Acuna: 

“After having transmitted to the Gov- 
ernment which is under your worthy 
charge the notice sent by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico through Mr. Silll- 
man, on March 12, and likewise the ati- 
swer given by the citizen first chief 
accepting the proposal for the pursuit 
of the bandits growing out of the Co- 
lumbus (N. M.) incident, the citizen 
first chief charges me to bring to your 
knowledge, as I have the honor hereby 
to do, the terms of the agreement cele- 
brated in the national of their respective 
Governments by Citizen Matias Romero, 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Ple- 
nipotentiary of the Mexican Govern- 
ment, and Frederick Frelinghuysen for 
Secretary of State for the United States 
of America, authorizing the reciprocal 
passage of the boundary line by troops 
of their respective Governments in pur- 
suit of savage Indians, and also article 
21 of the treaty of peace and friend- 
ship, signed Feb. 2, 1848, which is still 
in force. These facts are communicated 
to you that you may have full knowl- 
edge of the notes which have passed 
between the two Governments in the re- 
mote event of a rupture of relations. 

“The terms of an agreement are 
follows: 

“Article 1. It is agreed that reguiar 
Federal troops of the two republics 
may reciprocally pass the boundary line 
when they do so in pursuit of a partv 
of savage Indians in accordance with 
the condition expressed in the follow- 
ing articles: 

“Article 2. The reciprocal passage re. 
ferred to in Article 1 can only be made 
in desert and unpopulated portions of 
the boundary line. For the purpose cf 
this agreement desert and unpopulated 
sections will include all those points at 
least two leagues distant from any 
camp or town of either country. 

“Article 3. The passage of troors 
from one to the other country cannot 
take place from Capitan Leal, on the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande, a 
point 22 Mexican leagues, or 52 English 
rniles, up the river from Piedras Ne- 
gras to the mouth of the Rio Grande. 

“Article 4. The pursuing force will re- 
tire to its own country as soon as it 
has defeated the pursued force or loses 
its track. In no case will the forces cf 
either country establish themsélves in 
foreign territory for a longer time than 
is necessary for the pursuit of the 
party whom they follow. 

“Article 5. The chief of the force 
crossing the boundary line in pursuit 
of Indians must, before crossing the 
frontier, advise, if possible, the mil:- 
tary chief or the immediate authorily 
of the country whose territory he en- 
tered.

“Article 6. Abuses committed

States gives its President the right to 
order such passage without consent of 
the Senate, this agreement does not need 
ratification oy the Senate of vither coun- 
try and will take effect 20 days after 
this date. in testimony whereo? we 
sign this niemorandum.

The state of demoralization to which 
the Democratic party has been dragged 
in Kansas City under Major’s adminis- 
tration is illustrated in the trickery em- 
ployed by the Pendergast faction to 
control the Jackson County delegation 
for trading purposes. The Demecratic

ARGUMENTS BEGUN 
IN THE HARGADINE 
RECEIVERSHIP SUIT 


Attorneys Have Until 6 P. M. 
to Complete Presenta- 
tion. 


Arguments in thee receivership. suit 
against the Hargadine-McKittrick Dry 
Goods Co. were begun. before Judge 
Shields in the Circuit Court today. The 


Judge announced he would give the at- 
torneys until 6 p. m. to complete their 
presentation of the case, 

Randolph Laughlin, attorney for the 
petitioning creditors, opened the argu- 
ment with the announcement that he 
would tell the history of the decline of 
the Hargadine-McKittrick company, 
which, he said, dated from the compa- 
ny'’s purchase of the Barr retail store in 
1905. The company’s loss, as a result 
of this purchase and of the housing of 
the Barr store in the Railways Ex- 
change Building, amounted to $3,750,000, 
Laughlin said. 

When the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company sold out its business to the 
Ely & Walker Dry Goods Co., he saia, 
it was like an automobile without 
an engine and only running on its 
reputation. 

Before the arguments were heard 
J. Herndon Smith, formerly with the 
A. G. Edwards & Son Brokerage Co., 
testified as to a commission of $40,- 
750 which was paid to the Edwarde 
company in connection with the pur- 
chase of the Barr store. He said this 
was reasonable in view of the fact 
that an out of town company also 
was trying to buy the Barr business. 

Smith said that although the pros- 
pective out of town purchaser had 
offered a 5 per cent commission to 
the Edwards company it preferred to 
take the 2% per cent commission 
from the McKittricks, as it wished to 
help out St. Louis men. 

Calls McKittrick Negligent. 

Laughlin in his argument said Thom- 
as H. McKittrick was negligent of the 
intefests of the Hargadine-Mciittrick 
company when he negotiated the sale of 
the Barr company to the May company. 
He said that while ostensibly the Ma\ 
company paid about $700,000 for the busi- 
ness of the Barr company, so many ex- 
pensive concessions and terms were 
granted to the May company in the wa) 
of providing quarters and making ai- 
terations in the Railway Exchange 
Building that the amount actually re- 
ceived by the McKittrick company for 
the Barr business was only about $2:.- 
000. 

Laughlin conceded that the Harg2- 
dine-McKittrick company had a right to 
buy the Barr company’s retail ousiness 
in 1905, but said that it had been guilt» 
of financial negligence after making th: 
purchase. 


“4 Graft of $70,000.” 
The original plan, he said, was that 


the operating expenses of the Railway 
Exchange Building should be about $50,- 
000 a year, but these expenses were in- 
creased to $120,000 a year because of con- 
tracts which the promoters of the build- 
ing made with themselves. 

A lighting contract, he said. was made 
with a company in which the McKit- 
tricks were interested, under terms of 
which the Railway Exchange Bui'!ding 
Co. agreed to pay 2.21 cents a kilowat* 
hour for current’ which it would have 
been possible to obtain for 1.9 cents a 
kilowatt hour. 

“There was a graft of $70,000 a vear 
in the expenses of the building,’’ said 
Laughlin. 

Contrasting the former prestige of the 
Hargadine-McKittrick company with 
its present state, Laughlin exclaimed: 
“It had thé empire of the Southwest ut 
its feet. Where is it now? It is 40 
fathoms deep in that building.’’ 

Daniel N. Kirby of counsel for the 
Hargadine - McKittrick company, in 
opening his argument, said: Laughlin’s 
assertions were inadequate. The plain- 
tiffs, he said, had failed to show anv 
liability on the part of the defendants 
and had introduces no evidence of negii- 
gence. 

Kirby contended that Laughlin’s con- 
cession that the Hargadine-McKittrick 
company had a right to buy the Barr 
business should settle the case without 
further argument. Admitting that the 
erection of the Railway Exchange Build- 
ing was the death warrant of the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick company, Kirby said 
that, following the purchase of the Barr 
business, it was necessary to put up a 
new building, as the lease on the old 
one had expired. 

The principal competitors of the Barr 
Co. had found it necessary to build new 
stores, Kirby said, and the promoters 
ce the Railway Exchange Building had 
a right to feel hopeful, in view of the 
fact that they had chosen as a lo- 
cation for the new Barr Building the 
most valuable lot in St. Louis. 

Kirby reviewed the financial history 
of the deal to show that its failure was 
the result of the panicky conditions 
which followed the opening of the 
European war in 1914.

LONDON, March %.—-Governor-Gener- 
al von Bigsing, according to a Brussels 
telegram, has addressed a letter to 
Cardinal Mercier regarding the Cardi- 
nal’s Tenten pastoral to which allusion 
has already been made in dispatches, 
says Reuter’s Amsterdam  correspon- 
dent. The German General's letter is as 
follows: 

‘There can of course be no doubt |! 
never prevent your eminence from cor- 
municating to your flock whatever the 
Holy Father wishes them to know 
through you, but besides this, your em- 
inence, in pastoral letter, indulges in 
political statements against which I de- 
cidedly protest. 

It is quite inexcusable that your em*- 
nence should raise unjustified hopes re- 
garding the issue of the war. Thus, for 
instance, your eminence has mentione:l 
inaccurate utterances of persons who 
are not in touch with the events and 
who certainly cannot be called experts. 


Possibility of Disease. 
“You speak of the possibility that a 


decision such as you desire could be 
expected by the speading of diseases. 
By such arbitrariness you cause among 
credulous popuiation noxious  excite- 
ment and induce them to oppose the ad- 
ministration work of those who are in 
eccupation of the country. Especially 
inadmissible in a pastoral letter is a 
hint at menace to the religious liberty 
of the people of the occupied territory. 
Your eminence knows best how com- 
pletely unjustified is this suspicion. 

“In these circumstances I shall hence-

“In my humble way,’ the new Sen- 
ator continued, “I shall do all I can 
to support the policies of the Presi- 
dent.”’ 

The new Senator has been prominent 
in politics in Indiana for 2% years andl 
has maintained the leadership of the 
Democratic party in the State practi- 
cally all of that time. Taggart was 
Auditor of Marion County for two terms 
and three times Mayor of Indianapolis. 

These are the only public offices he 
ever has held. 

After Gov. Ralston signed Taggar't’s 
commission he wrote him a letter saying 
it afforded him pleasure to appoint him 
‘Inited States Senator. 

“You have long and faithfully served 
your party,’ said Gov. Ralston, ‘‘at 
great personal. sacrifice to vyoursolf 
both in labor ana money. If the Demo- 
cratic party has been sound in its plat- 
form declarations during the last 
vears, then you have been sound in your 
advocacy of political policy, for, with- 
out hope of personal preferment «r re- 
ward, you have championed the cause of 
your party with a dauntless courage and 
an inspiring optimism. 

“Your services as a ptolic official 
have been characterized with marked ef- 
ficiency, and the strictest integrity. 
While you have been, at times, severe- 
ly criticised by some within, and some 
without your party, no responsible man 
has ever laid the betrayal of a trust 
@gainst vou. 

“I know you will go forth to the dis- 
charge of your new duties firmly 2<«- 
solved to support the administration of 
President Wilson, and preserve the 
ronor and dignity of our State and na- 
tion.’’ 
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Taggart Once Indicted, but the Case 
Was Dismissed. 

In the 1904 presidential campaign, Tag- 
gart was chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee. Alton B. Parker, 
Democratic nominee for President. 
made a speech in which he charged 
that the Republican chairman, George 
B. Cortelyou, had used his official »f 
fice as Secretary of Commerce and J.a- 
bor to “‘shake down’’ big corporations 
for the Roosevelt campaign fund. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, in replying to this 
charge, treated the personal reputation 
of Cortelyou as the chief issue and de. 
clared that he was perfectly willing 
to be judged by the standard of Corte}- 
you's character, if Parker was willing 
to be judged by the standard of his 
chairman, Taggart. 

Quo warranto proceedings were begun 
in 1908 by direction of Gov. Hanly of 
Indiana for a_ temporary injunction 
against gambling at French Lick and 
West Baden, with a view to enforcing 
forfeiture of the corporate franchises 
of the resorts, of which Taggart was al}- 
leged to be principal owner. Quantities 
of gambling paraphernalia were seized 
et French Lick. The case was tried be- 
fore a jury in the Orange County Cir- 
cuit Court in March, 1910, and the ver 
dict was against the State. 

When Taggart was questioned by the 
Senate Campaign Expenditure Commi?- 
tee in July, 1912, about the receipts and 
expenditures of the Democratic Naticn- 
al Committee in the Parker campaign 
in 1904, he swore that while the treas.- 
urer’s books came into his possession 
just before the Denver convention of 
1908, he burned them and “other dead 
matter’’ before turning over organiza- 
tion records to Norman E. Mack, the 
new chairman, in| 198. He was not 
able to remember much about cam- 
paign contributions. 

In June, 1915, Taggart and 127 others 
were indicted at Indianapolis for con. 
spiracy to commit a felony through vio- 
lation of election laws, bribery ané& 
blackmail, The case against Taggart 
was dismissed Oct. 19 by special Judze 
Eichborn on motion of Prosecutor A. J. 
Rucker. The reason given was thar 
the testimony of witnesses in the case 
of Mayor Joseph E. Bell of Indianapo- 
lis, who had been acquitted, was much 
weaker than the testimony they gave 
before the grand jury.

American Soldiers Don’t ‘‘Cringe.’’ 
To the Editor of thé Post-Dispatch. 

If James Lord is speaking for the mine workers, 
in his article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch on 
March 12, 1916, allow me to speak for the army 
and navy. 

During the seven years that I have served in 
the-United States Marine Corps I have never 
“cringed” tefore an officer. I have never seen 
the.mecessity nor do I remémber a single case of 
“cringing.” Nothing is asked of a man that: our 
officers would not do themselves, and right now 
I want to go on record as saying the American 
officer (army, navy or marine corps) is the most 
democratic of any nation. I am speaking from 
actual experience and observance, for during my 
tour of duty tn Pekin, China, I was able to observe 
many of the foreign officers and their attitude 
toward their men, and Pekin is the ideal place for 
such observance, for the nations of the world are 
represented there, serving at the respective lega- 
tions. The American officer and man has won the 
distinction of the Chinese (refer to headquarters, 
U. S. Marine Corps, Washington, D. C.) 

Without discipline, any military organization 
would be nothing more than a disorganized mob, 
and this discipline, which is in effect in the service 
of tie United States, is for officers and men alike. 

Ags one who has served 26 months in the Philip- 
pine Islands, I am again able to say, without fear 
of successful contradiction, that. the case which 
James Lord calis to our attention must have been 
an isolated case and is the first and only one I 
have ever heard of. Do you know, James Lord, 
that*the donning of a uniform and going to a for- 
eign country neither changes, nor in any way af- 
fects the gentler instincts of those in the ranks of 
the army, navy or marine corps? Even after a 
tour of foreign service in the Philippines, we re- 
tain those gentler instincts of American manhood 
nnd can face those we love with a clean mind.

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FUNDAMENTAL TAX REFORM. 
Prof. Loeb’s suggestion in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch of a Tax Commission with power to 

compel uniformity of assessment throughout the 
State might help to eliminate tax inequalities, 
but it would not solve the tax problem. 

A Tax Commission would be subject more or 
less to the political influences which have kept 
the State Board of Equalization from exerting 
the power it has to equalize taxes, despite the 
Post-Dispatch’s efforts for years to force it to do 
justice and despite reports of Tax Commissions 
exposing gross inequalities. A Tax Commission 
would be powerless to change the system which 
results inevitably in tax evasion because the gen- 
eral uniform property tax required by the Con- 
stitution practically confiscates the income of 
some kinds of property. 

State taxes will never be equalized and justly 
laid until the tax system is-changed. Two pro- 
visions should be inserted in the State Constitu- 
tion in place of that requiring a genera] uniform 
property tax. These should legalize: 

1. The separation of State and local taxa- 
tion. 

2. The classification of property with uni- 
form taxes levied on all property of the 
same class. 

Separation of State and local taxation would 
at once éliminate inequalities in State taxation 
between different counties and cities in the 
State. It would enable the State to raise revenue 
from certain forms of property without the ine- 
oualities of local assessments. 

It would enable cities and counties to assess 
local properties in accordance with local needs 
and without affecting the equality of contribu- 
tion to the State revenue. 

The power to classify property for tax pur- 
poses and levy uniform taxes on each class 
would enable the tax authorities to levy 
taxes on each class and to avoid confiscation of 
income or undue increase of burden on borrow- 
ers and productive interests. It would enable 
them to tax bonds and mortgages so that holders 
of these forms of property would not evade taxa- 
tion to avoid confiscation, 

The present antiquated tax system is the fun- 
damental cause of tax injustice and tax evasion. 
Little will be accomplished without a 
change of the system to fit modern conditions.

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THE BIRD ORCHESTRA. 

The cheeruping birds are taking their places, 
tuning up and preparing to regale us presently 
with a full burst of orchestration. The Spring 
Symphony this year promises surpassing wonder, 
beauty ani inspiration. The orchestra is enlarged 
and strengthened. The winter has not been: a 
hard one on the musicians, and with increased 
numbers they bring refreshed temperament, vigor- 
ous spirit end new joy to the rendition of the 
vernal program. As to the program, by the way, 
we are advised there will be nothing heavy about 
it—none of the Wagnerian stuff, the deadly op- 
pressive, tragic or mournful. The Divine Com- 
poser who originated the songs of birds wrote 
music of bliss, sweet melody, from the soothing 
and pensive to the exhilarating and ecstatic—the 
great Medley of Delight. The labored and unin- 
tellectual compositions of earthly masters can- 
not approach its inspiration or its thrills. Bird 
music is the sublime song to the soul. 

And *rom the sublime to the statistical—we 
have advisedly said that the orchestra would be 
greater than ever this year. Its past greatness we 
do not disparage. Its vastness may be gathered 
from the records of the U. S. Department of Ag- 
riculture which last year made a preliminary cen- 
sus (it must have been a privilege to be a census- 
taker counting birds in the woods!) “‘to ascertain 
approximately the number and relative abundance 
of the different species.” “In view of the recog- 
nized value of birds to agriculture,” says the 
prosaic report, “such information cannot fail to 
be of great value.” Of some sentimental value, 
we take the liberty of adding—a contribution to 
the amenities, the graces of life, and the joy and 
interest thereof which we compute above crops. 
For bird-lovers, idealists and romancers these fig- 
ures and firdings possess added charm: One of 
the most abundant birds in our country is the 
robin, and the census declares him likewise one 
of the most sociable. Where robins are most 
abundant they commonly nest close to farm build- 
ings, but almost never in extensive woods. (The 
robin is almost human.) No other bird is any- 
where near as abundant as either the robin or the 
English sparrow, but several are common enough 
to total up into the millions. The census de- 


clares there are 49 catbirds, 87 brown thrashers. | 
238 house wrens, 27 kingbirds, and 26 biuebirds to 


every 100 robins. We do not find the meadow 
lark and the mocking-bird numbered, but they 
play considerable parts in the local orchestra—so 
does the wcodpecker in charge of the drumming

more into the sublime. For the rest, let the or- 
chestra tpeak for itself.

WHY DO WE ARM? 

We are not strengthening our defenses because 
Europe is at war, because we expect to be drawn 
into the war or because we have any ambitious 
designs elsewhere. The maddened nations of the 
Old World have served notice upon us that they 
are not to be bound by laws, treaties or human 
rights. Few Americans expect attack from that 
quarter, but practically all Americans, taking into 
account what has happened, are resolved to in- 
sure themselves against the possibility of it by 
putting their house in order. 

The arming of the United States is our response 
to the invincible savagery of the war lords and is 
the expression of our lack of faith in the ability 
of the people whom they oppress and slaughter to 
shape their own destinies. Democracy in America 
controls and limits its military enterprises. De- 
mocracy in Europe, in peace as well as in war, is 
at the mercy of the drillmaster and the truce- 
breaker. 


‘ WHO SUFFERS THE HARDSHIP? 

The franchise of the McKinley line obligated 
it to make no higher charge than five cents be- 
tween St. Louis and Granite City. However, 
for a long time it has made a higher charge than 
that on through rides. Only on local cars be- 
tween the two towns can the public ride at the 
franchise rate. 

Now the management of the system plans the 
abandonment of this final pretense at complying 
with its contract. The rate is so low, it says, 
as to cause hardship. 

But to whom does it cause hardship? Certain- 
ly not to the holding company. It is annually 
growing into a position of greater strength. Its 
securities are maintained at a high quotation. 

No hardship is caused to the bondholders of 
the system. They retain the confidence in their 
investment which prompt payment of interest 
induces. 

No hardship is caused the stockholders of the 
road. They are receiving comfortable dividends 
and see with satisfaction a steady increase in 
the value of their property as normal business 
is restored. 

Why should St. Louis acquiesce in an increase 
presumably planned to give a fillip to stock 
prices? Why, on the contrary, should it not in- 
sist on such a full compliance with franchise 
conditions as will enable the public to ride on 
all cars to Granite City at five cents instead of 
merely on designated cars, and give lower rates 
to St. Louis on through tickets?

THE NAVY UNDER MEYER. 
Capt. W. S. Sims, indefatigable advocate of 
straight shooting in the navy and now command- 
er of the splendid new dreadnought Arziona, 
made an astounding statement before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs. As reported in the 
press, it ran this way: 

When short-range target practice was 
abandoned in 1909, gunnery slumped and con- 
tinued to go down until 1913, when individual 
practice was restored. In 1915 the _ fleet 
showed a 40 per cent improvement. 

What does this expert in naval marksmanship 
mean? It was in 1909 that George von L. Meyer 
became Secretary of the Navy. The period -dur- 
ing which gunnery slumped was exactly coter- 
minous with the period during which Mr. Meyer 
continued as Secretary. 
The 40 per cent improvement is figured, not on 
the basis of the fleet’s old efficiency, but on the 
basis of Meyer inefficiency. ° Great as the present 
Secretary’s limitations seem to be, is a Daniels 
a 40-per cent, or even greater, improvement on a 
Meyer? 
If Meyer had continued Secretary until this 
date, instead of being ousted in 1913, would any- 
thing resembling a navy now be left?

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Philadelphia, City of “Firsts” 


HY should anyone say Philadel- 
\W phia is slow? She is first in more 
great things than probably any 
other American city, and first in them 
from the beginning. Read this list: The 
first Congress of the people ever held 
on American soil was held in this city 
in 1774; the first American flag was made 
here. as was the first ‘“‘Tea Party” for 
the maddened populace turned back the 
tea-ship Polly before Boston threw hers 
into the bay. 

The first ocean-going merchantman 
ever launched in America came from a 
shipyard there about 1112; the first 
United States battleship slipped inte 
the water from there also, and Commo- 
dore Barry, whose statue is yet in In- 
dependence Square, sailed from _ that 
port in the first war vessel of the young 
American navy. 

In 1786 John Finch traveled on the 
Delaware River from Philadelphia to 
Burlington, N. J., in the first steamboat 
ever used in this country and in 1804 the 
first automobile ever constructed in the 
New World was made and operated 
there by-Oliver Innis. It was then called 
a “horseless carriage.”’ 

Not content with these achievements 
Philadelphia lays claim also to the first 
steam locomotive, operated in 1809, and 
cf course to the first locomotive factory, 
established there in 1830 by Matthias 
Baldwin. 

Philadelphia has always been a finan- 
cial center. Robert Morris established 
the first national bank in 1790, whereas 
as early as 1752 America’s first fire insur- 
ance company was doing business there. 
In 1792 the nation’s first mint and first 
coins were made. 

In art matters Philadelphia also leads 
in first things. Willlam Rush carved 
the first statue of wood; the fire&t Amer- 
ican art academy, and the first exhibi- 
tion of paintings were both made in 
Philadelphia. Philadelphia was also the 
home of Charles Brockton Brown, the 
first American who ever made a living 
by literature alone; and the first suc- 
cessful literary magazine in the New 
World, ‘“‘The Portfolio,’ was published. 
The same can be said for the first 
newspaper, “The PennSylvania Packet,” 
published by Benjamin Franklin. 

In 1746 the first Bible printed in Amer- 
ica came from the Philadelphia shop of 
Christopher Saver, and the first penny 
daily was issued in 1830; it was caliea 
“The Cent." 

A university is a combination of col- 
leges, and therefore the first American 
University was established there. It in- 


cluded a college and the first medical 
school and hospital and law school ever 
on American. soil. In 1821 Philadelphia 
also gave birth to the first college of 
charmacy in the country, 

The first American electrical experl- 
A soi the first mariner’s quadrant, tele- 
scope -and astronomical observations 
wére all made there, as was the first 
totanical garden Yn 1728, established by 
Tchn Bartram. 

In 168 the first American almanac was 
printed by William. Bradford, and in 
1719 the first fire engine in America was 
imported. ; 

The first American waterworks, free 
library, philosephical society, lithograpi’s 
and the first international exposition 
were all born in Philadelphia.
